“ Do I rem em ber the W ar E agle?” 
Fred Clark, liverym an, horsetrader 
and Inhabitant of La Crosse since he 
w as ‘‘knee high to a duck,” sm iled. 
“W ell, I think I ought to. She was 
one of the m ost fam ous boats on the 
river 
when 
the river w as fu ll o f 
boats, and railroads In th is part of 
the country w ere new things. 
“ Yes, m any’s the tim e I have dove 
off her pilot house into the river, 
when I w as a kid and the gang of 
us w ere in sw im m ing. I can w ell re­ 
m em ber one stu n t that Charley Di- 
rnon and I did. W e dove o ff the pilot 
house of the W ar E agle when she was 
docked up in Black river one sum ­ 
mer before she burned. 
T here were 
four barges, loaded w ith w heat, in 
the river right ou tside of the W ar 
E agle, and Charley and I w ent under 
all four of them and cam e up on the 
other side. 
No Stunts L ike T hose 
“I have never seen an y o n e lately 
th a t does the s tu n ts in th e w a te r 
th at we used to work w hen we w ere 
kids.
